In  reply  to  your  recent  letter,  I  wish  to  inform  you 
that  Mr,  Zawadzki* s  turn  has  not  come,  and  if  he  will  be 
notified  by  the  American  Consul  it  will  be  in  the  coming 
year. 

Mr.  and  rs.  Zawadzki  are  subject  to  the,  regular  im¬ 
migration  quota  which  is  very  small  for  Poland,  as  it  is 
only  6,524  people  that  are  allowed  to  enter  this  country 
from  Poland,  and  who  are  born  there.  If  not  more  than  6,500 
immigrants  would  wish  to  come  to  America  fro:  Poland,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Zawadzki  would  already  be  here,  but  there  are  about  50,000 
immigrants  who  wish  to  leave  the  country  to  come  here,  and  there 
is  nothing  that  can  be  done,  as  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Zawadzki  must  await 
their  turn. 

There  is  still  hope,  as  when  Congress  meets  this  coming 
year,  it  will  no  datbt  pass  a  law  about  Displaced  Persons  which 
will  include  all  persons  that  fled  from  Poland  and  are  now  resid¬ 
ing  in  England.  In  the  present  year,  a  similar  lew  was  passed 
on  Pune  17th,  but  this  law  only  includes  displaced  persons  residing 
in  Germany,  Austria,  and  Italy. 

This  that  Mr.  Zawadzki  writes  that  immigrants  who  received 
documents  later,  have  already  sailed,  is  hard  to  believe  unless 
they  were  subject  to  a  preference  quota,  that  is,  if  a  father  who 
was  an  .imerican  citizen  was  bringing  his  son  to  America ,  that  son 
was^ubject  to  the  preference  quota  or  maybe  to  no  quota,  Also  if 
a  husband  was  bringing  his  wife  here,  and  such  a  husband  was  an 
.American  citizen,  such  a  wife  also  did  not  belong  to  any  quota, 
and  could  have  sailed  already.  All  immigrations  are  subject  to 
laws  passed  by  Congress.  No  pleas,  or  bribery  will  help,  and 
the  case  may  be  delayed  instead  of  pushed  ahead  by  the  above. 

To-day  I  shall  write  a  letter  to  Mr.  Zawadzki  so  that  he  will 
not  be  nervous,  but  wait  patiently  as  his  turn  will  come  up,  maybe 
in  the  coming  year,  and  he  will  then  come  to  America.
